GOALS  for  the  December,  1975  MACCY  meeting 
on  HEALTH  evolved  from  questionnaires  mailed 
to  the  membership;  planning  meetings  held  ,  j 
in  Billings,  Bozeman,  Great  Falls,  Helena 
and  Roundup;  and  individual  consultations 
with  resource  persons  and  MACCY  people. 

Over  50  persons  took  responsibilities  to 
carry  out  the  meeting  which  emphasized 
participation  in  ones  own  learning.

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At  the  Montana  Children' s  Home  and  Shodair 
Crippled  Children's  Hospital,  MACCY  part- 
icipants learned  by  means  of  a  "Snoopy 
Party",   a  slide  show  and  hospital   tour. 
These  were  arranged  by  Russell  Steen, 
Administrator ,  and  Lois  DeFord  who  is 
Director  of  Nurses. 

Those  in  attendance  learned  how  the  party 
is   used  to  help  relieve   the  anxiety  of 
children  and  their  parents  prior  to  sur- 
gery.     Participants  wore  signs   to  repre- 
sent the  various  kinds  of  surgery  handled 
at   the  hospital  and  the  parents  of  such 
children. 

More  about  the  Home  and  Hospital  was 
learned  through  a  slide  show,   a  question 
period  and  a  tour  of  the  facilities.      For 
more  information  write   P.  O.   Box  1715, 
Helena,   MT     59601.

In  keeping  with  changing 
needs:,    the  Home  now  serves  youth  who  need  group  care 
and  special   treatment  in  working  out  personal  problems. 

Prior  to  1970   the  Home  was  located  in  a  dormitory 
type  building.      Now  it   consists  of  four  resident 
cottages  and  an  administration  building  located  on 
a  40  -  acre  campus  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  overlooking  the  city  of 
Helena.      The  Home  is   licensed  by   the  State  of  Montana  for  the  care  of 
forty     boys  and  girls.      For  more  information  write  P.   0.   Box  215,   Helena, 
Montana      59601. 

Participants  in  the  MACCY  meeting  learned  from  touring  one  of  the  cottages, 
from  a  pre-admission  interview  and  from  a  question-discussion  period. 
The  pre-admission  interview  was  done  as  a  role  play  with  Wilson  Curlee, 
Program  Director,   interviewing  Opal  Winebrenner ,   Trudy  Malone  and  Bob 
Donaldson  who  are  MACCY  members  from  Helena.      They  took  the  parts  of  a 
fourteen  year  old  girl,   her  stepmother  and  father.      Discussion  centered 
on   the  following  questions  

2.      What  are  some  probable  causes  of  the  girl's  behavior? 

2.  In   a   treatment-oriented  program,   how  would  you  help 
the  parents?     Could  their  .pattern  of  living  change? 

3.  In  a  treatment-oriented  program,  how  would  you  help 
the  girl? 

4.  What  is  meant  by  status  offenses?     How  are  such  offenses 
handled  at  the  present  time?     How  should  they  be 
handled? 

5.  Why  is   the  Deaconess  Home  going  in  the  direction  of 
a   treatment- oriented,   group  care  facility? 

6.  What   treatment  centers  do  we  have  in  Montana  for  children 
and  youth?     Should  these  centers  be  increased  or  should 
priority  be  given  to  helping  parents? 

7.  What  resources  are   there  in  Montana   communities   to  help 
parents? 


DID  YOU   KNOW   —

Indian  members  of  MACCY  stressed  the  importance  of  a  session  devoted  to  health 
careers.   This  was  done  through  a  visit  to  St.  Peter's  Community  Hospital  in 
Helena.   Ken  Ryan,  Director  of  the  Indian  Health  Careers  Project  at  MSU,  and 
some  students  planned  a  skit  to  portray  why  Indian  people  are  often  "turned 
off"  by  hospitals. 


By  means  of  a  tour  and  small  group  discussions  with  resource  people,  it  was  pos- 
sible to  learn  about:  Project  VIEW,  Indian  Careers  in  Health  Programs,  volunteer 
roles,  auxiliary  or  intermediate  jobs,  para-professionals,  certified  professionals, 
degree  and  diploma  professionals.

Charters  are  currently  being  drat  tea 
and  options  are  currently  being  selected  by  the  study  com- 
missions.  I  can't  over  emphasize  this  — a  year  from  now  it 
will  be  too  late  to  affect  the  study  commission  proposal.

not  be"  repeated  for  a  long  time.   MACCY  did  a  great  job 

last  year;  I  hope  they  will  follow  through  this  year.

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To  help  persons  in  a  group  become  acquainted  and  be  more  relaxed  with  each  other, 
try  one  of  the  following  "ice  breakers". 

Paper  Bag  Autographs 

1.  As  each  person  arrives,  beginning  with  the  very  first  one,  give  him  or 
her  a  paper  bag  containing  a  pen  or  pencil  and  a  rubber  band.  About  a 
#8  bag  is  a  good  size.  To  save  paper  select  clean,  used  bags. 

2.  Have  each  person  put  the  paper  bag  over  the  right  hand  and  hold  it  ,  in 
place  by  putting  the  rubber  band  over  the  bag  at  the  wrist. 

3.  Ask  each  person  to  secure  as  many  autographs  on  his  or  her  bag  as  pos- 
sible.  Each  person  is  to  write  using  the  left  hand. 

4.  When  the  next  activity  begins,  suggest  that  each  person  sit  by  or  choose 
as  a  partner  a  person  whom  he  or  she  knows  the  least. 


Idea  Bingo 


—   Make  bingo  card  for  each  person  -  the  more  squares,  the  longer 
the  game.   Have  each  person  fill  the  squares  with  words  des- 
cribing something  related  to  the  subject  under  consideration. 
For  example ,  "Use  different  words  to  describe  how  you  feel  about ". 

When  all  have  finished,  have  one  person  at  a  time  give  a  word  he  or  she  has 
written,  beginning  in  the  upper  left  hand  corner.   If  you  have  written  a 
word  which  is  the.  same  as  the  one  spoken,  put  an  X  through  the  square. 

Whenever  anyone  has  a  row  of  Xs  vertically,  horizontally  or  diagonally  - 
call  out  "Bingo"   and  the  game  ends.   Otherwise  continue  until  all  the 
words  have  been  spoken.
